You have all heard of the August 4, 1988 travesty - The FCC 
confirmed its own proposal to allocate 220 - 222 MHz to the Land 
Mobile Service. From the day the FCC dropped pretenses by the 
acceptance of a filing by UPS six months after the deadline for such 
filings, it was apparent that the die was cast. In this action the 
Commission simply turned its back on adminstrative procedures, on 
falrness and on fact. 


Remaining now is the route of attempting a reversal of the FCC 
decision by going into every available administrative, judicial and 
legislative remedy. Time is so short for such action that we simply 
cannot, in the Journal, alert membership to the need to support the 
activities of the League. We hope that you read the stories in QST, 
and that you act to support all efforts to regain the spectrum which 
we are almost certainly losing. The ARRL is going all-out in its 
efforts to save 220-225 MHz. They deserve all the help we can give! 


At this point, it is almost certain that the Commission, having 
taken the flack now, will certainly not back out of its decision 
without very powerful pressure from Congressional leaders. 


EDITORIAL MUSINGS 


This issue of the Journal contains letters written by members in 
response to the "No Code" story in the Summer QCWA Journal. We 
have been amazed at the thoughtful responses received from a number 
of members. One thing is certain - QCWA members are very 
concerned about the future of Amateur Radio and are giving thought 
to ways and means to see that our privileges are not lost. 


We have carefully read all of the comments received - most of 
which appear in this Journal. It appears to us that at least some 
members feel strongly that all avenues must be explored which might 
enhance the standing of Amateur Radio among those who have our 
future in their hands. There are quite a few members who adamantly 
insist that the CW requirement for licensing be maintained. Quite a 
few feel that it could be eliminated without serious effect on the 
hobby, Some feel that having or not having the CW requirement is 
not particularly important, One might conclude that a concensus 
might never be obtained in the Amateur fraternity but ~ I don’t 
Velieve that. Our achilles heel appears to spring from our knowledge 
that the amateur service has been accepted in the past as a truly 
public service institution, honorable and essentially self-governing, 
with a proven track record in developing a store~house of capably 
trained electronic technicians and communications operators, available 
in the event of any local or national emergency. As we have 
recently noted, there are those in the Government service, as well as 
in industrial areas, who consider us low-priority, non-essential 
nuisances. Most amateurs have inherent faith in their 
Government. .a faith that Amateurs will always have their 
frequencies, and be considered an important part of their 
communities, serving the public interest. To a few who, in light of 
recent actions by the Government, see it otherwise, there is real 
fear that Government Bureaucrats, mostly attorneys, will gradually 
snip bits and pieces of our spectrum, granting it to wealthy industrial 
users who can afford to pay whatever the price might be. This may 
be an unfair assessment but, it is perceived as a serious threat to the 
amateur service by those who are concerned by recent actions. 


Out of the letters received we have reached one exciting thought- 
amateur radio can enhance its image, not by magic, but by making 
itself so valuable that an attack on the hobby would simply be 
unthinkable. And what might this magical scheme be? It's been 
right in front of us - the answer is to ally ourselves with the 
educational process for young America. Certainly there would be 
work, but rewarding work - doing those things which would help to 
inspire youngsters to wake up to education - to help create interest 
in learning. Much thought would need to be given on how best we 
might undertake activities which would associate us with those who 
teach and educate. One way is spelled out pretty well in the story 
in this Journal describing the work of Carole Perry, WB2MGP. In 
this light, amateur radio would have as its first goal not producing 
copious quantities of licensed amateurs, instead the goal would be to 
introduce our young people to an exciting avenue of communications 


Think of the impression young people would get, 
studying about Costa Rica, and at the same time talking to someone 
who lives there! If in the process we gained new amateurs, great, 
we know that whatever the effort, getting our license has been worth 


and learning. 


the effort. Undoubtedly there are other ways which would become 
apparent once amateurs became actively engaged in helping. Amateur 
Radio can, with ease, help young people learn geography (what 
amateur doesn’t know the location of Peru, of Saudi Aral 
etc)....learning spelling what amateur on CW doesn’t soon learn to 
spell correctly ...... what amateur can’t read and write? Amateur 
radio can act as a catalyst, bringing excitement to our young people 
and indirectly the urge to learn, The horizons are unlimited, and the 
chance to help in one of our Nation's highest priorities - education 
of our young people. We'd not only provide support to our 
professional teachers in this important field, we'd help ourselves at 
the same time. In time, I feel certain, we could truly become such a 
power in support of the public welfare that no one could ever 
seriously consider attacking the Amateur Service. 


It would require effort and coordination - it would eliminate our 
dependency on the goodwill of bureaucrats - it may not be the only 
road but, it is a possible route through which the Amateur Service 
might stand on its own two feet, and become a truly Integral part of 
the Public Weal.

T've been a lover of the CW mode since I received my first ticket 
in the fall of 1957 with the call, KN6CNB. However, while 
commuting to and from the "salt mine" I did a lot of 2 meter phone. 
In mentioning 2 meter phone while driving, I should add that there 
are a few amateurs who are very good at CW while driving. In the 
nearly 31 years tht I have been licensed T can almost count on one 
hand those that I have worked who had acquired such skills. I take 
my hat off to them. 


At my home station on week-ends and week day mornings T 
operated CW 95% of the time for the following reasons: 

1, No problems with copy of other amateurs around the world 
who speak english with a very thick accemt such as my first 
cousin who has lived in Fort Worth, Texas for so long that 1 
cannot understand her "english". 

2. Being tone deaf, I can adjust the tone of the incoming signal 
to a frequency at which I hear best. 

3. Except during world-wise contests there is no serious 
competition for band space. 

4, In very poor conditions, Morse or RTTY will get through on 
RF better than SSB will. 

5. Amateurs who are proficient with keyboards make very 
"arm-chair" copy at high speeds. 

6. It is a very challenging mode for poor spellers. 


For quite some time I have been hearing and reading about how 
difficult it is to recruit younger people into the hobby. Therefore in 
the late Fall of last year 1 decided to make an effort at finding out 
something about the age of CW operators. 


Between the latter part of November, 1987 through the month of 
February, 1988, I contacted 119 amateurs. Almost all contacts were 
on the bottom 50 kHz of the 20 through 160 meter bands. I asked 
them their age and how many years they had been radio amateurs. 
While yielding some very interesting data, this survey is by no means 
a representative study of CW operators on a global basis. Due to 
limited space for towers and large antenna arrays | had no European 
or South African contacts, Therefore most of the data is from North 
America and the Pacific area. Also, due to the time of the day (1300 
to 1700 and 0300 to 0600Z) it may be that the younger operators 
were unable to participate in the survey. 


As can be seen from the graph, only a very few started the hobby 
after age 40 (11%). It was a little disheartening to see that the 
great bulk are age 40 and older. Only six of the total were under 
age 30. 68% started in amateur radio between age 12 and 22 
inclusive. About 70% were in the United States and their 
arithmetical average age was 61 years. The average age for the 
Japanaese CW operators was only 41. For all of the non-U.S. 
operator, which of course represented only 30% of the total, it was 
about 43 years. 


It is easy to see that if these trends continue we will find an ever 
decreasing number of U. S. CW Hams. T would guess that in a very 
few short years, with technology changing at an exponential rate as 
is now the case, we will find only about as many CW people om our 
bands as we had spark operators in the early years of this century. 
This should be good news for the SSB people because the clamor for 
more phone band space will become louder and louder. 


I chatted briefly with most of the contacts and I had a lengthy (an 
hour or so) QSO with a few. It was interesting to find that many of 
those operators enjoy CW for a lot of the same reasons that I do. 


There seems to be some truth in regard to difficulties in recruiting 
people into amateur radio. In an age of live TV programs via 
satellite and availability of low cost personal computers, it is easy to 
see why. Most of the mystery and romance is gone from amateur 
radio today, But, it need not be that way. 


If we could create a code-free amateur class, such as maybe and

“engineering” class with privileges in the 902 MHz and higher 
frequency bands, we should be able to attract more of our nation's 
youths. However, quality does not always go with quantity. 


We haye a large untapped pool of young people in America today 
who are knowledgeable in communications and electronics, We need 
them in our hobby. They can contibute to the over-all technical 
expertise of the amateur service.

The goal of a million "Hams" by 1992, while laudable, is totally 
unrealistic and it is neither necessary nor desirable - - unless: 


1) It is intended as a benefit for the "entrepreneurs" who will sell 
the most advanced and most costly equipment to those estimated 
additional 665,000 or more novices who are expected to make up the 
numerical difference between the present amateur radio population of 
435,000 and the 1,000,000 envisioned. 


Come, let us reason together, 


At an average price of $3,000 that each NOVICE would pay for 
equipment, that would represent equipment sales of about $2 billion 
(in round figures, of course), Where does the money come from? 
Would the young people put off their education by a quarter of a 
year or more in order to pay for amateur equipment? Perhaps the 
automobile sales people would let them have a new automobile with a 
delayed payment of the purchase price, say 6 months, before the 
initial payment must be made? or, as in the case of those NOVICES 
who are below the age of consent, is it to become mandatory that 
“papa” or "mama", will pay? 


Despite the great technological advances during this last half of 
the 20th Century, fantasizing about amateur radio in the coming 
century does not face the realities of our present time. The realities 
of the 20th Century are quite simple. There is no such thing as a 
“free lunch". If you want to eat, you must pay for the food and 
service. If you want to set up an amateur radio station, the 
equipment must be paid for. 


It should be obvious, except to the most wilfully obtuse, that such 
grandiose goals are impossible, due mainly to the fact that there are 
very few people who have the inclination toward, or the interest that 
would be needed, to undertake the studies of. electronic theory and 
International Morse Code, as well as the International and National 
laws, Rules and Regulations which are necessary to pass the test

required for obtaining an amateur radio operator license. 


Unless, of course, as is evident from the photographs in QST, CQ, 
World Radio and 73 publications, the amateur radio operator of the 
future will hold only a one-level license -- that of entrance level, 
where the required knowledge of electronics theory, National and 
International Laws, Rules and Regulations has been reduced to the 
absolute minimum necessary for operating a station on voice, and/or, 
keyboard or digital modes of communication. 


Growth of the amateur radio service cannot be attained by dropping 
the radiotelegraph test requirement. As to the concept of "No Code” 
license requirement bringing large numbers of NOVICES into the 
amateur fraternity. Forget it! 


If the people seeking entry level licenses won't work to learn code, 
they cannot be expected to study in order to pass the test 
requirements on the principles of electronics, laws and rules, National 
and International. 


Your answer to this quandary seems to be "something for nothing". 
An amateur radio operators license for absolutely no abilities 
whatsoever. At the present time and with the present amateur 
population the telephone bands are overcrowded and interference is 
often excessive. Surely this problem would more than double if the 
amateur radio population increases by two-fold. In order to alleviate 
this condition more telephone frequencies will be needed and again, 
such frequencies will be taken from some other segment of the 
amateur population. Therefore it has been proposed to eliminate the 
radiotelegraph band segments and give them to the voice 
communicators. 


God forbid it! 


Editors Comment: This letter was edited, since it was extremely 
long. Every effort has been made to insure the writers major points 
have been included. The letter written has made a number of 
inaccurate statements with respect to the article written in the 
Summer QCWA Journal. Neither QCWA nor the Editor at any time 
suggested that a "no code license” be adopted. The point of our "No 
Code” editorial was simply to get a dialogue going among amateurs in 
an effort to find common ground for “all interests", denying no one a 
voice in establishing ways and means by which the amateur service 
might be made more readily available to all. The areas discussed in 
the letter have been covered in other stories with one exception- 
the cost of getting on the air. Our editorial suggested thal each 
present day amateur work (0 bring one new amateur into the service 
during the next three years. This would by itself double our numbers 
(excepling Silent Keys, and dropouts). This seemed an attainable 
goal. If our new recruit is young. so much the better. The estimate 
of $3000 to equip a new novice is a bit high, I myself have 5 
working transceivers. - a TS-520, TS 830, Swan 500. Ten-Tec and 
FTDX-300. Since I only use the °830, any novice I encourage into 
the ranks can have his choice of the others. free of charge, and I 
am certain that many amateurs are in the same position as I in this 
matter. A young. or old novice can get a good introduction to 
amateur radio HF bands with tube equipment which these days is a 
drug on the market. He can graduate to.a TS-930 later on when he 
can afford it, Let there be no question - we are for amateur radio- 
and personally enjoy CW operation. Changes are in the wind ~ they 
will come and, unless we actively work to influence them. we'll get 
whatever the bureaucrats decide we are entitled to. The pages of 
the Journal are open to all who would contribute to the dialogue.

Every once in a while one must get their pick in things! I have a 
few thoughts relative to the "No Code" opinion in the Summer, 1988 
QCWA Journal. 


The idea of "No Code" is becoming closely associated with the 
perceived need to increase the number of amateurs. Coupled with 
that is the. seemingly sound idea that we need to placate the 
youngsters who might more easily become hams and because of their 
youth, remain active., Perhaps so. I have taught Ham Radio Classes 
in evening school programs for adults (but with no restriction on 
young people), ‘Some of the young ones did get tickets and after 
“working the World” and doing satellite and slow scan TV hamming, 
some of those just didn’t remain active.

These people are 
retired, or will be soon, Retirement counselling dwells on the need 
of finding things to do and to look into new hobbies, etc. I have 
never heard amateur radio presented as an interesting option to this 
group of people. 


Now, for the much older - those who are really slowing down, but 
who still need a window on the world. But alas, the hand shakes, 
the ear-mind-hand coordination is lacking for progressive code 
practice = even at the S wpm speed. I have taught a fellow in his 
80's who had been associated with radio since day one. Somehow, he 
said, he had "never found time to become a ham although he had 
always intended to". It was pitiful to see him try code practice. It 
took two or three semester sessions before he just made it on paper. 
He couldn’t remember the stuff either, so that was out. He made 
Tech and had a few years of ham radio at last. 


Let us consider "No Code" for our seniors only. Many things are 
for “seniors only” these days, so why not "no Code: exams for the 
entry level? Of course many seniors can learn to handle code- 
great for the upgrades! 


With the increasing numbers of seniors these days, I feel this pool 
of "stay with it” people may be more fertile ground from which to 
get new hams than the youngsters who certainly can learn code very 
quickly. ‘Seniors may take a little more time to get the laws and 
theory down but they can learn unfamiliar new things if they are 
interested. A senior "Elmer: could make radio interesting, P'm sure! 


T know this idea has been turned down by the FCC a few years 
ago, but times change. Perhaps QCWA would be the best champion 
for such a request and I believe ARRL would be supportive too. - 


Editor's Note: Good points here. It should be noted that many who 
become licensed and- then drop out after burning up the air for a 
year or two, come back into amateur radio, sometimes after 10 - 20 
or even $0 years.

Too, when one sees the 
front panel with its many knobs and switches that reminds one of the 
pilots cockpit. of a 727, they give up right then. Time has proved 
that we do not need all of these useless additions to transceivers to 
make contacts. I hear many say, who own new equipment, "I set'all 
of the switches, etc. once and go from band to band with it". Why 
pay for things you don't use? Why can’t sets be made that most of 
us can buy? My small budget won't let me have a new transceiver, 
My vision demands that panels be simple énough to be seen ‘easily.

I firmly believe that the time has come for 
the amateur community to recognize that the 
need for proficiency in Morse code is past. 
When radio was young, and many of the 
sophisticated methods of transmission we now 
have were not yet developed, code was a 
necessity. The knowledge of code was 
paramount to membership in the amateur 
fraternity. 


Some of the major contributions to the 
field of electronic communications came from 
the efforts of amateurs in the development of 
SSB, packet, ete. This group of 
experimenters were able to design and test 
their equipment in order to perfect its 
operation, Many of the amateurs of today 
are ‘test smart’, They are willing to spend 
the necessary time to study and pass both the 
theory and code portions of the license. This 
has elevated them to an elitist position among 
other amateurs. They certainly should have 
the recognition earned in this manner. 


A major problem with this approach is that 
many (certainly not all) of the present young 
group of Extra Class ticket holders are only 
‘test smart’, This group is unable to properly 
execute Ohm’s law in order to determine the 
size of resistor required to create a voltage 
drop in a circuit, They are not able to 
recognize the basic resistors, capacitors and 
inductors or other components commonly used 
in circuits. Many of this group are unable to 
properly solder two wires togethe In 
addition, this group has yery little, if any, 
concept of the process of repair or trouble- 
shooting equipment. 


I would suggest a restructuring of the 
Amateur licensing classification system. I 
suggest that a basic license be granted to 
those who exhibit a knowledge of the rules of 
operation for Amateur radio stations, This 
license would have limited operating 
privileges, Since most of the equipment used 
by the new operator is commercially built and 
is type approved, this group could operate on 
designated frequencies with both power and 
frequency restrictions. When this person 
wanted to upgrade, both a code and theory 
examination path could be available. Persons 
desiring to follow the code path could test 
for proficiency in code speed, as high as 
desired. They would receive recognition in a 
manner that is similar to the present class 
structure, Others could elect to follow a 
technical path, with a similar advancement 
structure. This plan would _ provide 
recognition and opportunities for advancement 
to anyone interested in Amateur radio 
communications, 


A plan with this type of organization, I 
feel, would open the door for many additional 
Amateur radio operators. It would interest a 
greater number of people. It would offer an 
ayenue of interest to those wishing to do 
experimental electronic work. It would also 
provide an avenue of interest to the person 
desiring only to be an equipment operator.

Under the plan, one could cross over and be 
involved with both advancement/operational 
paths, if desired. It could provide the 
interest in reaching the goal of one-million 
hams by 1992, if initiated soon.

The "No Code? Oooh Boy" editorial in the 
Summer 1988 issue was thought provoking and 
so multifaceted it is difficult to respond 
concisely. 


Few would argue that ham radio does not 
need an influx of new members, Many of us 
(especially QCWA members) are no longer 
young and, at a minimum, we must be 
replaced. It seems logical also that as the 
general population grows, so also segments 
such as ham radio probably need to increase. 
However, I fail to understand why ham radio 
needs the disproportionate growth advocated 
in the editorial. The 20% growth rate 
advocated far exceeds the increase in the 
general populations. Further, if one gets 
technical, 2 20% growth rate would result in 
doubling of the ham population in 3.8 years, 
not five years. Much of the increase in 
general populations now comes from 
immigration. It is probably fair to say, 
generally speaking, immigrants do not form 
the basis of much direct increase in ham 
population, at least not for a long time to 
come. 


Many ham bands are already crowded if not 
saturated. Unless technological changes 
enable more hams to use the same frequencies 
without undue interference to one another 
much added growth in the ham population will 
create chaos. I shudder to think what a 
doubling in five years would do to the 
usefulness of some of our bands unless 
Startling technological communications 
developments occur. 


If there is not some meaningful "Hurdle" in 
the initial licensing requirements, ham radio 
stands a chance to become as bad as CB 
radio. However, one can ask whether that 
hurdle should be a code test. With changes 
in technology, the advent of packet radio and 
other developments, perhaps beginning hams 


need to be more intensely tested on technical 
subjects rather than on the Morse code. Ham

I love this hobby but I am apprehensive 
about its future. To sustain itself Amateur 
Radio must yield a benefit to society. The 
traditional benefits in years gone by were: 


1) Contributions to the state of the art 
2) A pool of trained wireless operators and 


technicians for national defense 
emergencies 


3) Emergency communications 


4) Contact between overseas service 


personnel and their families at home, 


All of these benefits to society eroded as 
commercial communications have become very 
sophisticated, proliferated, inexpensive and 
highly reliable. 


The Amateur has changed also. He now 
buys a Japanese radio and possesses slight 
knowledge of its circuitry. Repairs are made 
in a service center, Commercial antennas, 
towers and rotors are in widespread use with 
little experimentation taking place, He 
perceives that more than enough technical 
information is contained in the Handbook, 
which is rarely read. In short, the Amateur 
is no longer on the cutting edge of 
technology. 


The conventional wisdom is that we need 
more Amateurs... . but whom would this 
benefit? Not society with the added TVI. 
Not the FCC with the added load. Not 
Amateurs already licensed with the added 
QRM. 


In company with the belief that we should 
swell our ranks comes the rationale that the 
license exam should be made easier by 
eliminating the Morse test. This smacks of 
the same approach that our schools have 
taken in lowering standards and which has 
resulted in one of five Americans age 18 to 
24 who can’t find the U. S. on a world map- 
code is basic to communications, even in the 
era of satellites and computers. It is 
equivalent to History for a Political Science 
major. It is where our roots sprang from. 
No comprehensive communications training is 
complete without it. 


I am of the opinion that we have three 
urgent meeds. First - We should improve 
quality. Second - we should recruit a larger 
mix of young hams, Third - we need to 
rethink the reason(s) for our existence based 
upon our contribution to society. Let me 
expand upon each of these needs: 


Quality - 
‘Two areas need attention. Firstly 
- we must improve the quality of 
our transmissions by eliminating 
bad language and discourtesy. It 
is mo wonder that commercial 
interests seeking {o usurp our

frequencies disparage our use of 
them, Second - we must seek to 
improve our technical knowledge 
through creating greater reward 
with each upgrade in our incentive 
licensing system - in cooperation 
with the FCC 


My empirical opinion is that the 
Ham population is aging. We must 
attract larger numbers of young 
people into our ranks. The 
worthwhile Novice training 
Programs fostered by ARRL and 
implemented largely by Clubs 
should be supported by all of us 
and expanded. If we can replace 
the normal attrition with new 
youngsters it won't be long before 
we achieve a healthy age mix 


Purpose - 

Amateur radio serves a very real 
function which makes it a potent 
contributor to society - but which 
is rarely referred to: i.e, 
EDUCATION. The Novice training 
program mentioned above is a 
good start but we must do much 
more. Our national organization(s) 
must establish close working 
relationships with —_ national 
educational groups such as NEA. 
We must develop regional and 
local dialogue aimed at educators, 
legislators and businessmen 
stressing the value of Amateur 
Radio training. These people read 
Gallup survey results. How many 
Hams in the 18-24 age group can't 
locate the U. S. on the world 
map?

in the thirties, Each summer vacation I 
worked at a local radio factory and was paid 
better than most men with families, 
because T was a Ham and had the knowledge 
needed. Today our young Hams have 
knowledge in depth about satellite and 
computer communications.

Children are our most important natural resource. We who are 
inyolved in the education process are constantly looking for new 
ways to stimulate and hold the interest of youngsters in our 
classrooms. A course that does just that is "Introduction to Amateur 
Radio." For the past 8 years I have been teaching “Introduction to 
Amateur Radio" to 6th, 7th and 8th graders at Intermediate School 72 
in Staten Island, New York. 


Amateur Radio affords me the opportunity of getting every child 
involved, There's something in this course for everyone. Children of 
all different backgrounds and abilities can master skills at their own 
pace. There are virtually no discipline problems; and every youngster 
leaves my room feeling better about himself, 


The premise of this course is to use Amateur Radio to stimulate 
interest in other areas of the 
school’s curricula. Social 
studies and geography lessons 
are enhanced many fold 
through the use of Amateur 
Radio, What can compare to a 
student actually contacting a 
citizen of a foreign country 
that he has been studying 
about? The children are 
always excited when we're able 
to contact places they've only 
read about in a book, 


The Children were thrilled to 
hear Father Mike, EL2BX/9L1 
describe his QTH in Sierra 
Leone, Africa, One child 
immediately located Sierra 
Leone on the globe, and 
another pulled a piece of wool 
from Staten Island, New York 
to Sierra Leone, Africa on our 
big classroom wall map. The 
human contact was incredible, Father Mike is a missionary who 
described how lonely it can be in such desolate areas of the world. 
He told us how Amateur Radio has helped to relieve this loneliness. 
He's able to reach out to others for help, and to relay messages to 
his family back home, This gave the children a terrific feel for the 
value of radio communications, 


On June 1, 1988, our good friend Brother Joe, ACIU, contacted us 
from the Ham Radio Station HVICN, at Vatican City. Tt was one of 
our most exciting contacts as Brother Joe sent personal greetings to 
the youngsters in my class. 


The children also learn about Handi-hams and how the human spirit 
can persevere over all kinds of adversity. We learn the Braille 
Alphabet and the children begin to understand that human beings will 
always find a way to communicate. It's what we're all about. 


Eight years ago when I proposed the idea of this program to my 
Principal, Stanley Katzman, he agreed to let me try it as a pilot 
program. The only equipment 1 had was my own 2-meter HT. I 
began approaching local Ham Radio Clubs to enlist the help of 
retirees. Even though our radio station has grown considerably, we 
still rely on our retired Ham friends for help and for enrichment. 
It's a marvelous experience to watch young people interact with older 
hams. You know that there’s more going on than just the exchange 
of knowledge. 


The course was met with tremendous enthusiasm by the children. 1 
went from a pilot program 8 years ago to today where I'm teaching 
10 classes a term (approximately 350 students) of "Introduction to 
Amateur Radio." I always encourage the children to study their 
Morse code and theory at home with a parent or a sibling. I have 
received many letters from parents over the years, thanking me for 
providing a curriculum that the whole family could get involved with;

Response by parents in the community has been overwhelming. 
They love the idea of studying with their children and being able to 
try for the FCC license.

Eyery time you record an electrical 
measurement you use one or more of their 
names. And the names are truly international: 
Volta, Italian; Coulomb and Ampere, French; 
Ohm, German; Oerstad, Dane; Faraday, British; 
and Henry, American, They were yery practical 
men. They wound their own coils, built their 
own capacitors, batteries and meters. Over a 
period from about 1790 to 1850 they laid the 
foundations for our knowledge of electricity and 
magnetism, which led to the brilliant theoretical 
synthesis of the two effects by Maxwell 
(British) and experimental verification by Hertz 
(German). 


Electrostatic effects had been known for two 
thousand years. The Greeks observed that 
when amber was rubbed with fur the amber 
was able to attract and pick up light objects 
such as straw, Our word electricity comes from 
the Greek word "electron" - amber -. As the 
years went on machines were made to build up 
the charge without hand rubbing. In the idle 
eighteenth century there were fairly elaborate 
wheels to cause the appropriate substances to 
rub against each other when the wheels were 
turned by a crank, and fairly powerful charges 
could be built up and bled off through 
appropriate terminals. 


About the same time the Leyden jar was 
invented, In its usual form this was a glass jar 
with metal foil inside and outside and a 
terminal connected to the inside foil. This is 
obviously a simple capacitor which could be 
charged from an electrostatic device. 
Franklin’s kite experiment used a key on the 
end of his kite line to charge a Leyden jar. 
But research was inhibited by the lack of a 
means for generating continuous current. 


You've all had experience with static 
electricity when you walk across a wool rug on 
a dry day and then touch a doorknob. My own 
experience in the days of vinyl seat covers was 


startling. My wife droye me to work and when 
I slid out of the seat and kissed her, it was 
definitely an electric experience. 


Demonstrating static electricity. was quite a 
parlor game in the late 1700's. In a famous 
demonstration 700 monks held hands in a circle 
connected by a switch to a Leyden jar. When 
the switch was closed and the capacitor was 
discharged all 700 jumped and yelled at once. 


Constant current electricity derived from the 
work of Galvani on applying electricity to the 
nerves of a frog’s leg. The story of his 
experiments is a fascinating one in itself, but 
the important thing was that it led Volta to the 
development of the Voltaic pile - the first true 
electric battery. This consisted of small plates 
of alternating silver and zinc, separated by 
brine soaked paper. Finally, and at last, by 
appropriate numbers and connections of the two 
metals and the electrolyte, continuous electric 
current was produced. 


The magnetic phenomenon was known from 
fairly early times. Certain iron ores called 
"lodestones" probably were magnetised by the 
earth’s magnetic field when molten rock cooled. 
The magnetic compass was used in China and 
Europe before Columbus. The science of 
magnetism was founded by William Gilbert, who 
was a contemporary of Shakespeare. His 
tremendous book, concluded among other things 
that the earth was a huge magnet, Very little 
serious work was done on magnetism for two 
hundred years at which time Coulomb invented 
the torsion balance and was able to show that 
magnetic and electrical attractive and repulsive 
forces vary as the inverse square of their 
separation. 


Such was the knowledge about the year 
1800 when a Danish professor made a 
discovery which resulted in the marriage of 
electricity and magnetism.

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All About 
Cholesterol 


Cholesterol is a fat-like substance 
manufactured by the liver and intestines, It 
is found in all foods of animal origin. 


The body gets cholesterol in two ways: the 
body can make what it needs, and we get it 
directly from foods of animal origin such as 
meat, poultry, seafood and dairy products. 
Egg yolks and organ meats are very high in 
cholesterol. Although low in total fat, 
shrimp, lobster and sardines are fairly high in 
cholesterol and should be eaten in limited 
quantities. 


Foods of plant origin such as fruits, 
vegetables, grains, cereals, nuts and seeds 
contain no cholesterol. 


Since cholesterol is like fat, it doesn’t mix 
with water, so the only way it can be 
transported in the blood stream is in fat- 
protein molecules called lipoproteins. 


A low density lipoprotein (LDL), one type 
of lipoprotein that carries cholesterol through 
the bloodstream, brings cholesterol to cells. 
But if cells can't remove it efficiently, LDL 
gets deposited in the walls of arteries. That 
forms atherosclerotic plaque, the plaque that 
clogs arteries and leads to heart disease. 


Another lipoprotein, high density lipoprotein 
(HDL), transports cholesterol from the body's 
tissues to the liver, where cholesterol can be 
eliminated from the body. A high level of 
HDLs may mean a decreased risk of coronary 
heart disease, 


Generally, the HDL cholesterol should be 
20 to 25 percent of the total cholesterol 
number, The higher the HDLs and the lower 
the LDLs, the lower the risk for heart 
disease. 


Knowing your cholesterol count, however, 
isn't the only factor in evaluating your risk 
for heart disease, Risk is affected by factors 
such as a person's gender (being male is a 
risk factor); heredity (e.g. a family history of 
heart disease before age 55); cigarette 
smoking and hypertension; diabetes; obesity; 
and low HDL-cholesterol concentration (HDL 
below 35 mg/dl). 


See your doctor for more information on 
cholesterol and how you can reduce your risk 
of developing heart disease. 


The National Heart, Lung and Blood 
Institute (NHLBI) has established a procedure 
for determining whether or not a person is at 
high risk for heart disease. This analysis 
takes into account risk factors. NHLBI 
suggests this step-by-step approach in 
evaluating heart disease risk by examining 
cholesterol levels: 


1, Total blood cholesterol should be measured 
and classified (see chart). 


- 240 mg/dl or more 


Risk Classification of LDL-Cholestero! 


- Less than 130 mg/dl 


130-159 mg/dl 
- 160 mg/dl or more 


2. If the first test reveals cholesterol above 
200 mg/dl, the test should be repeated. The 
average of the tests should be used to decide 
the next step. 

3. If your cholesterol level is 240 mg/dl or 
higher you should have a lipoprotein analysis 
done. It will measure HDL and LDL .. If 
either one is abnormal, it may mean an 
increased risk of cardiovascular disease. 
Generally, the higher the HDLs and the lower 
the LDLs, the lower your risk for heart 
disease. 

4. Individuals with borderline high 
cholesterol levels who also have either 
coronary heart desease or at least two other 
risk facts should have a lipoprotein analysis. 
5. The LDL-cholesterol from the lipoprotein 
analysis determines what treatment is best to 
lower cholesterol levels, Patients with either 
borderline-high risk or high risk LDL- 
cholesterol should be treated first by a 
cholesterol lowering diet that is low in 
saturated fats and cholesterol, then by drugs 
to reduce LDL levels to below 160 mg/dl. 

6. Individuals with LDL-cholesterol of 190 
mg/dl or higher and those with LDL- 
cholesterol 160-189 mg/dl and two other risk 
factors, are condidates for therapy using such 
drugs as cholestyramine, nicotinic acid or 
lovastatin. 


“What's your sign’ no longer the question 
of the day. It's been replaced by “what's 
your cholesterol count?" 


Too much cholesterol in the blood leads to 
the depositing of layers of plaque that narrow 
arteries. This slows the blood flow and could 
lead to a heart attack. 


Knowing your cholesterol level gives you 
the opportunity to do something about it if 
it's dangerously high. Cholesterol is one of 
the cardiac risk factors that can change with 
diet, exercise or medication. 


A person's cholesterol number is a 
measurement of the amount (number of 
milligrams) of cholesterol in a deciliter of 
blood. A reading of 210 means a person has 
210 milligrams of cholesterol in a deciliter of 
blood. 


The National Heart, Lung and Blood 
Institute “give these recommendations for 
total choelsterol: Under 100 mg/dl, desirable; 
200-239 mg/d!, borderline risk; and greater 
than or equal to 240 mg/dl, high risk. 


To find out your cholesterol level, see your 
doctor. A simple blood test is all that is 
necessary to get your reading.

220 = 222 MHZ, "DEAD ISSUE ANYWAY

I have just received my September QST with the "News Flash" on 
loss of frequencies between 220-222 MHz! Heck Ted, loss: of 
frequencies on 220 MHz has been an issue since the 50's. How many 
of us were that active there anyway. What then is the purpose of 
this letter? 


Back in 1956 young lad passed the General Class License 
examination administered by the FCC in St Louis, Missouri. By 
passing this test he was able to operate CW on 3.5 - 4.0 mHz; 7.0 to 
7.3 MHz; 14.0 to 14.35 MHz and 21.0 to 21,45 MHz in addition to 
other frequencies. Then along came "incentive" licensing. This was 
going to be great in that it was to allow "New” frequencies to. be 
opened to higher class licensees. . What was the first set ‘of 
frequencies "usurped"? This young lad who operated CW the majority 
of the time:"Lost" the bottom 25 kHz of 80, 40, 20 and 15. meters!!! 
Incentive licensing therefore was to bone up and pass additional tests 
to Gain Back the frequencies one already had prior to incentive 
licensing. Talk about goofy encouragement. 


Why doesn't the QCWA’ get with the ARRL and lobby to allow 
those who were licensed for those frequencies back in the 50s. get 
them grandfathered back? Now that's something I could ‘get excited 


about. 


Incidentally, the Summer issue of the QCWA Journal asks about 
comments on “no code" licensing. I cannot understand why we all 
get so uptight on this. Why are we so arrogant to think everyone 
should have to know CW? J can remember back when WOZXN gave 
me the novice class test I told him that once I got my code speed up 
to 13 wpm, I'd get the General Class ticket then it was fone forever 
for me. That first year on CW was so much fun that 33 years later 
I love the mode and operate the majority of the time on CW. But 
that’s what makes our hobby so wonderful--its diversity. We have all 
sorts- of transmission modes, contests, nets, traffic handling, 
ragchewing, DXing, building, heck, there's something-for everybody. 
Remember back in the days when all the discussions revolved about 
homebrew equipment VS those who were so low as to use "commercial 
equipment"? 


I still, to this day, feel like my lower 25.kHz were usurped! How. 
can QCWA help me and others gain back what we lost? 


Editors Note: This letter brings back memories of the fragmentation 
in amateur ranks when “Incentive Licensing” came into being. Is

CIRCUIT ELEMENTS 


Capacitors - A capacitor (condenser) has at least two conducting 
surfaces separated by a dielectric. (A dielectric. is a substance that 
does not conduct electric current but will permit passage of lines of 
force of an electrostatic field and can sustain an electric field). When 
a voltage is applied between surfaces (electrodes), the production of an 
electrostatic stress field in the dielectric represents stored energy. The 
amount of stored energy is dependent upon the voltage applied and 
upon the electrostatic capacitance, Capacitance is measured in Farads, 
one Farad being such that when 1 volt is applied, a charge of 1 
Coulomb will be stored. A charge of one Coulomb is equivalent to a 
current of one ampere flowing for one second. 


A theoretically perfect capacitor when discharged, will give up all of 
the energy stored. Actually this perfection is never reached and a 
small amount of energy is lost by leakage in the dielectric or corona 
discharge. This imperfection does cause a bit of power to be lost when 
an alternating voltage (AC) is applied to a condenser, since the polarity 
changes of the AC voltage continually charge and discharge the 
capacitor with a bit of energy lost in the dielectric on each half-cycle 
charging period. This loss is a result of the dielectric characteristics 
and generally independent of the capacitance of the condenser. The 
dielectric loss establishes the power-factor of the condenser. The 
power factor is always higher when the condenser is operating at high 
temperature and higher when the dielectric absorbs moisture. 


The losses in the dielectric may be expressed in terms of the angle 
by which the current flowing in the condenser fails to be 90 degrees 
out of phase with the voltage applied. This angle is the phase angle of 
the dielectric and for practical purposes when expressed-in radians, is 
equal to the power factor, That is, a power factor of 0.0: is equal to 
a phase angle of .01 radians, or 0.57 degrees 


Common condensers may have paper, mica, air, vacuum, pressurized 
gas or chemical dielectrics. Air dielectrics are used for applications 
requiring low capacitance, Paper dielectric capacitors are used ‘in 
applications requiring mid-range capacity and where power factor 
considerations are not restrictive. Mica capacitors are very low-loss, 
and exhibit high stability, They are expensive. The other common 
variety of capacitor is the electrolytic. This condenser depends upon 
the characteristic of aluminum (and other specialized materials) that 
when placed in the proper solution, will form on the positive electrode, 
a thin insulating surface film capable of withstanding fairly high 
voltages and at the same time, having a very high dielectric factor, 
Electrolytic condensers may have very high capacitance in a very small 
size. They exhibit a high power factor that is frequency dependent. 
The power factor changes with age and applied voltage. 


Voltage ratings of a capacitor depends upon the dielectric strength of 
the material used and the losses within the dielectric. If the losses in 
the dielectric are great, permitting heating, the allowable voltage before 
breakdown of the dielectric may be less than the dielectric strength of 
the material. Since the current flowing in a capacitor is proportional 


to the frequency and voltage applied, the voltage rating of a capacitor 
is highest for DC potentials, decreasing signifcantly as the frequency of 
the applied potential increases. The typical change in allowable voltage 
versus frequency change of a mica-dielectric capacitor of .001 uFd are; 


Frequency Rated Voltage 
pc 15000 
1 kHz 10000 
100 kHz 5000 
300 kHz 3000 
1000 kHz 1750 
3000 kHz 600 
10000 kHz 175 


All of us are aware of the common uses for a capacitor. The ideal 
capacitor has extremely high resistance to the flow of continuse direct 
current. It likewise has.a definite resistance to the flow of alternating 
current which can be determined from the simple formula for capacitive 
reactance: 

Xe = 1/6.28 fC where, 
Xc = reactance. ohms 
f = frequency, Hz 
C = Capacity, Farads. 


These values are not convenient for most amateur radio work and 
the simpler formula: 
Xe = 159200/fMH2(CpF) 


is sufficiently accurate for all but laboratory work. Most 
engineers have a convenient value in mind, to help in their work 
~- 2.001 uFd capacitor has a reactance of 159 ohms at 1000 kHz, 
Since the reactance of a capacitor is inverse, a 2 mHz the- value 
is 79.5 ohms and, at 7,000 kHz, it is 22.7 ohms (159/7), 
Continuing, a .00025 capacitor would have, at 7 MHz 22.7 x 4 
ohms reactance or 90.8 ohms. (the .00025 capacitor has 1/4th the 
capacity of the .001 and 4 times the reactance)! 


Remember, for most amateur applications and many industrial, 
capacitor has a very high resistance to a direct current, so high that 
the resistance value is ordinarily omitted from consideration, The 
capacitor does, however have a reactance to alternating current. The 
point being, when speaking of capacitors, speak of their reactance, not 
their resistance! 


A final thought - an uncharged capacitor upon being connected across 
& power source, accepts a very high current and the voltage across the 
capacitor is low. As the capacitor becomes charged, the current drops 
to zero and the voltage rises to equal the power source potential. On 
a time basis, a large current flows first, followed by a rise in potential. 
From this, we say the current flowing in a capacitor leads the voltage 
across the capacitor!

In answer to your request for comments on the no-code question 
I don’t seem to have an opinion to express but I will tell you my 
story for what it’s worth. 


In 1922 when I was 9 years old I saw an ad in a magazine that if 
I sold an amount of Cuticura Salve, I would receive a crystal set kit 
that you could hear people talking as far as 25 miles away. I did 
not know they needed a transmitter, I thought I could hear them talk 
out on the street. I was enthusiastic, so I sent for the deal. After 
I put it to together, needless to say, | heard nothing. I read other 
radio magazines of the times and I found out the sad story. I lived 
down at the bottom of a canyon at Lake Hughes, California, about 20 
miles from Palmdale and Lancaster, but 65 miles from Los Angeles, so 
my location was bad for receiving. 1 tried a long time to get a 
station from L.A., but no luck, The only luck 1 had was when one of 
my Grandmothers’s chickens squawked, I thought I heard music! One 
of my relatives started buying me Tom Swift books and when they 
came up with Tom Swift and his wireless, that did it. About that 
time I became acquainted with a surveyor who had a big radio with 
many dials and he helped me build a one-tube set. When it was 
done, I heard KOA, Denver and KFWO, Catalina Island - I was 
walking on air! I swept out the schoolhouse for a month and got 
$10.00 to buy the precious tube, a hot-shot battery and a 22.5 volt B 
battery and a cheap set of Brandes headphones. With these I put 
together a set at my home, the year, 1923. 


It wasn’t until 1929 in Glendale, California, that I got in touch 
with a ham, He was W6EGX, now a Silent Key. When I saw his 
station It was with great interest but he was on CW and that didn’t 
make it with me. I was only interested in yoice. My family moved 
to Montebello, east of Los Angeles about 5 miles and by that time I 
had built a receiver to hear the 80 meter band. Phone was from 
3500 to 3550 with many using modulated oscillators with loop or some 
with Heising modulation. I got to know Godfrey Burkhardt, W6AXQ, 
who helped me learn enough to get a license, learning 10 WPM code. 


Now, the punch-line: the only time I ever worked CW was one 
time when my speech amplifier went out. W6KIW had some ideas 
about making the amplifier better, so 1 was off of phone for about a 
week. I worked CW that week, but developed no love for Charley 
Wiskey. 


I don't know if a no-code test is the way to go or not. I know I 
have valued my privilege as a ham to the extent that I have never 
been issued a citation - and haye resolved any neighbor complaints. 
1 don't believe it was because of the fact that I had to pass the 13 
WPM test after the war that did it. The best way I can put is when 
a ham I knew in Los Angeles was asked by a lady what he saw so 
interesting about ham radio, he just put his hand over his heart and |

THE JOY OF QRP -- STRATEGY FOR SUCCESS 


by Adrian Weiss WORSP 


According to Cass, WAGAUD (late of the West Coast DX Bulletin,now 
a DX columnist for CQ magazine), QRP has always been a relative 
term. Meaning if you customarily run the plates on your pair of 
4-1000As a nice cherry red, then for you QRP -- reducing power -- 
would consist of throttling back to the legal limit. 


Over the years QRP's also been a relative term to Ade Weiss, WORSP; 
under one watt output is where he sees today’s challenge, but if you 
- SGI want to run five watts out that’s OK, too. 


The enthusiasm Weiss has for truly low power (sometimes called 
QRPp) crams every page of THE JOY OF QRP with great reading. 
When you open the book, you'll find “crams” is quite appropriate. 
Not content to leave any usable page space empty, Ade begins on the 
inside front cover with mastheads from several recognizable QRP 
journals, followed by a page of pictures of hamsfrom across the world 
in their QRP shacks. Then he literally doesn’t pause for breath until 
eight chapters later. 


THE JOY OF QRP is one-hundred-fifty-one pages of small type, with 
quarter-inch top margins and long paragraphs having no extra space 
between them, every word "devoted exclusively to under five-watt 
amateur radio.” 


For sure, whatever your interest in low-power -- building equipment, 
operating, contests, antennas -- you'll. find plenty of solid 
information in this book. 


Weiss begins with a bit of history. Back when dinosaurs roamed the 
earth, and tubes were encroaching on spark -- around 1925, that is 
-- we hams routinely ran ten-to-twenty watts input with valves that 
were designed for receiving use. Efficiencies probably averaged 
ten-to-twenty percent, meaning this new breed of CW upstarts 
generally ran under fiye watts output. Not knowing any better, 
however, we regularly worked across the US, and often worldwide. 


THE JOY OF QRP traces those hams’ love of doing more with less 
forward to today’s hobby -- listing numerous’ currently active QRP 
clubs, organizations, contests, and awards. Various journals and 
newsletters are covered, as are QRP nets and calling frequencies. 


You won't ‘get far without equipment, and Weiss has that covered 
superbly. For those who want to roll their own -- from simple to 
complex -- he discusses circuits, test equipment, and parts sources. 
Want te buy commercial? You'll find advice on. new and used 
QRP-only rigs, and on taming those QRO beasts. 


Operating techniques are crucial when you're 2Sdb down from the 
legal leviathans, and how to operate is very well detailed. “Planning 
for QRP Operation’ gets a complete chapter -~ selecting objectives, 
when to operate, antennas, band selection, and propagation. 


Im another valuable section -- *General Operating Techniques’-- you'll

find hints for success with specific activities: Field Day, QRP mobile, 
WAS, and QSO parties. 


Weiss closes this hook with material on RF power measurements and 
test equipment. That chapter is as full of specific guidance as the 
rest.
